ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  St.  Neots  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  1969. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population  9,510.  It  is  a  pleasing  feature  to  note  that  Ithere  was  an 
estimated  rise  of  480  in  the  population  of  ithe  District  this  year  compared 
with  the  figure  for  1968.  This  is  in  line  with  what  one  would  exp^  in 
view  of  the  residential  development  taking  place  in  the  District. 

Birth  Rate.  During  the  year  186  births  were  credited  to  the  District 
as  compared  with  184  for  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a  live  birth  rate 
of  19.6  which  is  fractionally  below  the  rate  for  1968  but  is  still  well  in 
advance  of  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  (16.3). 

Still  Birth  Rate.  6  still  births  occurred  in  1969  as  compared  with  3  the 
previous  year.  The  rate  per  1,000  total  births  is  therefore  twiice  the  rate 
it  was  for  1968  and  more  than  double  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a  whole. 

Death  Rate.  There  were  13  more  deaths  this  year  than  last  giving  a 
corrected  death  rate  of  10.1  per  1,000  population.  This  rate  lis  raised 
compared  with  the  figure  for  1968  (8.9)  but  is  still  well  below  the  (national 
average  of  11.9.  18%  of  deaths  were  attributed  to  malignant  disease  and 

55%  to  cardiovascular  cond'itions. 

Infant  Mortality.  5  infants  died  during  1969  before  reaching  the  age 
of  1  year.  This  results  in  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  27  per  1,000  live 
births. 

4  of  the  infants  died  within  a  week  of  birth,  3  from  prematurity,  1  from 
birth  injury  and  1  died  from  a  respiratory  disease. 

This  mortality  rate  is  Sn  sharp  contrast  to  the  state  of  affairs  which 
occurred  in  1968  when  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  District  was  nil. 

Infectious  Disease.  Infectious  diseases  ran  at  a  somewhat  lower  level 
during  the  year  than  it  did  in  1968  —  there  being  83  notifications  received 
compared  with  110  the  previous  year. 

Towards  the  end  of  March  it  became  evident  that  an  outbreak  of  Sonne 
Dysentery  was  developing  in  the  village  of  Buckden  and  during  the  next 
three  months  about  50  cases  were  diagnosed.  Approximately  40  of  them 
were  children  under  the  age  of  ten  years,  15  of  them  being  under  five. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  assist  the  local  General  Practitioner  and  to 
co-operate  with  him  in  an  attempt  to  reduce  the  risk  of  spread  as  much 
as  possible. 

Our  thanks  are  certainly  due  to  the  Director  and  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  in  Cambridge  for  the  great  amount  of  help  given 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  outbreak. 
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Measles  figured  much  less  prominently  this  year  than  it  did  in  1968  and 
it  may  welil  he  that  it  will  be  less  in  evidence  in  the  future  as  vaccination 
against  it  is  taken  up  by  susceptible  individuals. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Water  Supply.  The  Brampton  source  is  now  the  principal  source  of 
supply  for  the  District  and  it  is  a  pleasing  feature  to  note  that  the  Works 
here  are  due  to  be  extended  in  1970  to  double  the  increase.  The  quality 
and  quantity  of  water  supplied  continued  to  be  generally  satisfactory  and 
complaints  on  both  these  grounds  have  been  few. 

Samples  of  water  at  source  were  taken  during  the  year  for  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination  and  these  were  satisfactory.  In  addition 
the  Council’s  officers  took  frequent  samples  throughout  the  District  and 
obtained  satisfactory  results  in  all  but  two  instances. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  Schemes  for  the  main  drainage  of  the 
remaining  unsewered  Parishes  within  the  District  continued  during  the 
year.  The  scheme  for  Yelling,  Toseland  and  Great  Paxton  is  nearing 
completion  and  should  be  in  operation  early  in  1970. 

Tenders  for  the  sewering  of  Grafham  village  and  the  enlargement  of  the 
Buckden  Sewage  Disposal  works  are  now  being  obtained  and  it  is  hoped 
that  a  start  will  be  made  on  this  scheme  during  1970. 

Plans  for  the  proposed  Main  Drainage  of  Abbotsley,  Great  Gransden 
and  Waresley  are  proceeding  slowly.  A  possible  reservoir  at  Abbotsley 
could  complicate  matters  here  and  delay  the  scheme  but  it  is  hoped  that 
the  position  will  be  resolved  in  1970  and  that  final  approval  will  be  given 
by  the  Ministry  for  the  implementation  of  this  Main  Drainage  scheme. 

Housing.  Continued  attention  is  paid  to  improving  the  housing  standards 
within  the  District.  Practically  all  dwellings  have  an  inside  water  supply 
and  approximately  90%  have  baths  and  W.C.s  inside  the  house.  8  new 
Council  dwellings  were  completed  in  Buckden  during  the  year  to  cater 
for  the  demand  for  accommodation  indicated  by  the  housing  waiting  list. 

Private  development  continued  with  increased  momentum  during  the 
year  and  the  rapid  growth  of  the  District  is  quite  evident. 

Hospital  Facilitios.  Since  the  publication  of  the  Bonham  Carter  R^oort 
the  Council  has  expressed  its  concern  that  plans  for  the  new  hospital  in 
Huntingdon  may  be  abandoned.  Meetings  with  representatives  of  Plan¬ 
ning  Authorities  have  been  held  when  general  concern  was  exoressed  at 
the  possibility  that  the  present  hospital  at  Huntingdon  would  be  reduced 
to  the  status  of  a  “peripheral  unit”. 

Further  joint  discussions  between  the  Local  Authorities  are  planned 
to  take  place  in  the  near  future. 


In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Fawcett  and 
all  other  members  of  the  Department’s  staff  for  the  assistance  they  have 
given  me  and  for  all  the  work  they  have  done  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


—  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1969 
WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the  Engineer  to  the 
Nene  and  Ouse  Water  Board. 

All  water  consumed  in  the  area,  apart  from  the  Kimbolton  District,  is 
now  derived  from  the  Brampton  source.  This  consists  of  mixed  gravel 
and  river  water,  coagulated,  filtered,  softened  and  chlorinated. 

The  quality  of  the  water  has  been  satisfactory,  ailthough  there  has  been 
some  complaints  received  regarding  a  taste  of  chlorine  at  certain  times 
and  this  matter  has  been  discussed  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
It  is  hoped  that  improved  apparatus  which  is  to  be  installed  at  Brampton 
later  this  year  will  overcome  the  problem. 

There  has  been  no  cases  of  contamination  of  the  water  supoly.  No 
further  action  or  samples  have  been  taken  with  regard  to  fluoridation. 

No  bacteriological  samples  of  raw  water  were  taken.  Bacteriological 
sampples  of  water  going  into  supply  were  satisfactory.  Samples  are  taken 
weekly  from  the  Brampton  Treatment  Works.  Chemical  samples  satis¬ 
factory. 

No  further  action  was  taken  during  the  year  regarding  plumbo-solvency. 

The  average  daily  consumption  in  the  area  was  48.4  g.p.h.  and  it  is 
made  up  of  36.6  domestic  and  11.8  metered  supplies. 

Wit.h  the  present  financial  position  further  delays  have  meant  that  work 
has  not  yet  commenced  on  the  construction  of  the  Toseland  reservoir  and 
main.  Both  Contracts  have  been  awarded  and  the  work  should  commence 
shortly.  The  Board  expect  to  go  out  to  contract  for  the  extension  of  the 
Brampton  Treatment  Works  at  the  end  of  March,  1970  and  hope  that 
work  will  be  completed  in  early  1971. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS  OF  TREATED  WATER 
The  Council’s  Officers  obtained  bacteriological  water  samples  as  follows, 
34  satisfactory  samples,  2  unsatisfactory  samples.  The  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  notified  to  the  Water  Board  for  their  immediate  attention. 

CHEMICAL  ANALYSIS. 

No  samples  taken. 

ANNUAL  RAINFALL  —  at  St.  Neots.  22.64  inches.  Rain  fell  on  161 
days.

SWIMMING  POOLS. 

There  are  six  private  permanent  swimming  pools  in  the  area  and  it 
appears  that  they  have  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

During  the  swimmiing  season  6  satisfactory  bacteriological  samples 
were  taken  at  Kimbolton  School  Swimming  Pool. 

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Parishes  having  foul  sewers  now  being  Kimbolton,  Great  Staughton, 
Buckden,  Little  Paxton,  Southoe,  Offord  Darcy,  Offord  Cluny,  Perry,  the 
Model  Farm  area  of  Grafham,  Hail  Weston,  Diddington,  Great  Paxton, 
Toseland  and  Yelling. 
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The  sewage  disposal  works  serving  the  Villages  of  Yelling,  Toseland 
and  Great  Paxton  was  brought  into  operation  late  in  1969  and  all  sewers 
were  completed  in  these  parishes  by  that  date.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
progress  had  been  made  with  the  connection  of  private  drains  to  the 
sewers  and  it  is  expected  that  the  whole  of  the  scheme  will  be  completed 
by  the  early  Spring  of  1970.  Many  improvements  have  taken  place  at 
private  dwellings  and  Council  houses,  and  at  the  time  the  sewers  were 
brought  into  operation  approximately  40%  of  the  properties  had  already 
been  converted  to  water  closets.  Many  more  schemes  of  improvement  were 
in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  view  of  the  good  progress  made 
the  Council  decided  to  notify  all  property  owners  that  the  collection  of 
nightsoil  in  these  three  parishes  would  cease  as  from  the  30th  June,  1970. 

Very  little  progress  has  been  made  with  the  modernisation  of  the 
cottages  in  Diddington  Villagge,  although  the  three  year  period  granted 
to  the  owners  will  expire  in  August,  1970,  and  steps  are  being  taken  to 
try  and  encourage  the  owners  to  improve  their  property  more  quickly. 
If  satisfactory  progress  is  not  maintained  the  Council  will  be  in  a  p>osition 
to  serve  statutory  notices  after  August,  1970. 

After  holding  a  local  investigation  in  the  Autumn  of  1969,  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  authorised  the  obtaining  of  tenders 
for  the  sewering  of  Grafham  Village  and  the  enlargement  of  Buckden 
Sewage  Disposal  Works.  Tenders  will  be  considered  by  the  Council  early 
in  1970,  and  the  estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  is  approximately  £80,000. 
At  the  suggestion  of  the  Ministry  economies  were  made  in  the  scheme  by 
deleting  the  relaying  of  a  defective  sewer  in  Silver  Street,  Buckden,  and 
the  omission  of  constructing  further  sludge  drying  beds  at  the  works. 
The  Ministry  have  given  an  undertaking  that  in  the  event  of  the  Council 
having  difficulty  with  the  disposal  of  sludge  from  the  Works  they  will 
give  an  early  authorisation  for  a  scheme  to  dispose  of  sludge  in  some 
other  way,  possibly  by  a  mechanical  sludge  drying  plant. 

Planning  permission  has  now  been  received  in  connection  with  the 
proposed  sewage  disposal  site  and  the  various  pumping  station  sites  for  a 
sewerage  scheme  for  the  Villages  of  Abbotsley,  Great  Gransden  and 
Waresley  and  the  owners  of  the  sites  have  agreed  to  negotiate  with  the 
Council  for  the  sale  of  the  required  land.  This  proposed  scheme  will  be 
designed  to  avoid  conflicting  with  a  possible  reservoir  at  Abbotsley.  It 
is  hoped  to  submit  the  scheme  in  detail  for  Ministry  approval  during 
1970,  as  soon  as  the  District  Valuer  has  completed  his  negotiations  with 
the  owners  of  the  land  affected  by  the  proposals. 

The  Council  have  now  agreed  terms  for  the  reception  of  trade  effluent 
from  a  farm  at  Buckden.  This  farm  together  with  a  potato  washing  plant 
at  Offord  are  the  only  two  trade  effluents  discharged  to  the  Council’s  sewers. 

Close  co-operation  with  the  Pollution  Officer  of  the  Great  Ouse  River 
Authority  has  continued  during  the  year  and  the  following  samples  of 
effluent  have  been  taken  : — 

Buckden  Works  —  2  satisfactory  samples  and  2  unsatisfactory  samples. 

Kimbolton  Works  —  4  satisfactory  samples. 

Hail  Weston  Works  —  3  satisfactory  samples  and  1  unsatisfactory  sample 
(which  was  rectified  by  re-circulating  all  the  effluent  for  a  time). 

In  addition  a  very  unsatisfactory  sewerage  effluent  sample  was  obtained 
from  the  Housing  Site  Disposal  Works  at  Great  Gransden.  This  is  a 
small  works  which  is  considerably  overloaded  and  will  be  superseded  by 
the  proposed  joint  scheme  for  Abbotsley,  Great  Gransden  and  Waresley. 

Most  of  the  sludge  from  the  sewage  works  is  now  disposed  of  at  Buckden 
Refuse  Tip  by  means  of  burial  and  only  a  small  amount  is  disposed  of  to 
a  local  farmer. 

Two  piped  sewers  received  attention  during  the  year.  64  private  cess- 
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pools  were  emptied  and  779  loads  of  sewerage  were  removed  from  Council 
cesspools  or  sewage  tanks  during  the  year. 

A  short  length  of  new  foul  sewer  was  laid  in  Church  Street,  Great 
Gransden,  due  to  the  fouling  of  a  private  pond  by  the  old  sewer. 

The  oomminutor  ordered  for  the  main  sewage  pumping  station  at  Little 
Paxton  has  not  yet  been  delivered  by  the  manufacturers.  This  is  urgently 
required  in  order  to  cut  down  weekend  attendance  at  the  pump’ng  station 
to  clear  the  screens  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  the  comminutor  in  operation 
early  in  1970.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  —  NUISANCES. 


A  local  public  inquiry  under  the  Planning  Acts  was  held  into  alleged 
nuisance  caused  by  the  intensive  pig  breeding  carried  out  in  one  small 
Village.  By  the  time  of  the  inquiry  into  the  enforcement  notice,  consider¬ 
able  improvements  had  taken  place  at  the  establishment,  and  this  was 
agreed  by  several  residents  in  the  Village  giving  evidence  at  the  inquiry. 
As  a  result  the  Minister  quashed  the  enforcement  notice,  but  stated  that 
the  conditional  planning  consent  was  valid  and  that  it  could  be  enforced 
if  the  need  should  arise  again  to  take  action. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  starting  in  1967  throughout 
the  whole  of  the  Rural  District,  continued  during  1969.  During  the  year 
539  loads  of  household  refuse  were  collected  and  779  loads  of  sewerage 
sludge,  cesspool  contents  or  nightsoil  were  collected  and  disposed  of. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  a  further  decline  in  the  number  of  pail  closets  in 
the  area. 

The  average  cost  of  dealing  with  each  dustbin  and/or  pail  is  approxi¬ 
mately  1  /4d. 

The  paper  sack  system  continued  satisfactorily  with  plastic  type  paper 
sack  holders. 

Several  collections  of  bulky  unwanted  household  refuse  and  abandoned 
vehicles  were  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act 
of  1967  as  outlined  in  the  1967  Report. 

Improvements  were  made  to  the  access  at  Buckden  Depot. 

LITTER. 

The  arrangements  made  with  Parish  Councils,  the  Highway  Authority 
and  the  Great  Ouse  Water  Authority  for  the  provision  of  litter  bins  and 
clearance  of  same  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  during  the  year  and 
more  litter  baskets  were  provided  in  certain  Parishes  at  the  request  of  the 
Parish  Councils. 

PETROLEUM  STORAGE  LICENCES. 

62  licences  were  issued  for  1969,  and  three  new  installations  were 
approved.  2  installations  were  discontinued  during  the  year. 

The  pre-payment  self-service  petrol  pump  referred  to  in  last  year’s 
Report  was  installed  and  appears  to  operate  satisfactorily,  but  will  have 
to  be  modified  in  1970  due  to  the  disappearance  of  the  half  crown  coin. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

At  the  end  of  1969  there  were  19  individual  residential  caravan  site 
licences  in  force  plus  7  site  licences  for  3  or  more  residential  caravan 
sites  and  a  further  3  site  licences  for  3  or  more  holiday  caravan  sites. 

TTie  total  number  of  caravans  was  57  residential  and  19  hoiliday  caravans 
stationed  on  these  sites. 

Also  one  site  has  been  licensed  for  camping  for  the  maximum  of  six 
tents  and  a  further  un-licensed  camping  site  is  in  use  occasionally. 

35  visits  were  made  to  caravan  and  camping  sites  during  the  year  and 
no  serious  conditions  were  found  requiring  action  by  the  Authority. 
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COUNCIL  HOUSE  MAINTENANCE. 


1,589  inspections  were  carried  out  and  730  orders  were  issued  for 
repaiis.  All  repairs  have  been  carried  out  by  private  builders  and 
contractors. 

During  the  year  the  modernisation  of  six  houses  in  Great  Paxton  and 
sixteen  in  Yelling  was  started,  and  fourteen  houses  were  virtually  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  end  of  1969. 

Four  older  type  houses  in  Catworth  have  been  completely  re-roofed  and 
sixteen  of  the  Yelling  houses  will  receive  similar  treatment  as  part  of  the 
improvements  now  in  progress. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

461  plans  of  new  buildings  were  deposited  and  1,480  visits  were  made 
to  inspect  the  work  in  progress.  The  amount  of  building  work  taking 
place  in  the  area  still  indicates  that  the  District  is  still  expanding  rapidly. 

MILK  DAIRIES. 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year.  One  bacteriological 
sample  of  milk  was  obtained  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Three  new  distributors  of  milk  were  registered  during  the  year.

FOOD  INSPECTIONS.  INCLUDING  SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

76  inspections  of  food  premises  were  made.  117  tons  2cwt.  1  qr.  of 
foodstuffs  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  The  majority 
of  this  foodstuff  consisted  of  vegetables  and  fruit  from  a  large  distribution 
depot  situated  in  the  area.  170  visits  were  made  to  the  Slaughterhouse 
for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection.  The  licences  for  six  slaughtermen 
were  renewed  as  from  October  1st,  1969.  All  slaughtering  is  confined  to 
the  Kimbolton  Slaughterhouse.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  pig  slaughtering 
has  increased  during  the  year  and  I  believe  it  is  likely  to  increase  still 
further  demanding  more  of  the  Inspector’s  time  upon  meat  inspection 
work. 

During  the  year  four  premises  were  registered  under  the  Food  and 
Drug  Act,  1955,  for  the  sale  of  ice-ecream,  or  the  manufacture  of  sausages, 
cooked  meat,  etc.  There  is  now  a  total  of  56  such  premises  on  the  Council’s 
register.

A  complaint  was  received  of  a  foreign  body  in  a  bottle  of  milk  and 
investigation  ruled  out  legal  action  and  a  warning  letter  was  issued. 

Another  investigation  took  place  concerning  a  teaspoon  found  in  the 
outside  wrapping  of  a  pre-packed  cake  and  the  manufacturers  were  asked 
to  take  steps  to  try  and  prevent  a  recurrence. 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  within  the  District,  although 
a  number  of  poultry  farmers  send  undressed  carcases  to  markets  outside 
this  area. 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENT  ACT,  1963. 

One  licence  was  renewed  during  the  year  covering  a  boarding  establish¬ 
ment  for  27  cats  and  a  new  licence  was  granted  authorising  the  boarding 
of  12  dogs. 

NEW  HOUSING. 

During  1969  eight  new  Council  dwellings  were  completed  in  Buckden. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  therefore  owned  571  houses  plus  20 
prefabricated  bungalows. 

131  new  private  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Council’s  area. 


HOUSING  INSPECTIONS. 

21  standard  or  discretionary  improvement  grant  schemes  were  com¬ 
pleted  during  1969,  making  a  total  of  391  private  houses  on  which  grants 
have  been  paid  since  the  dates  of  the  Acts.  Many  other  schemes  have  been 
approved  and  are  in  progress.  Of  course  all  Council  houses  are  improved 
by  means  of  similar  grants  as  soon  as  ever  the  Villapes  in  Question  are 
sewered  and  the  figures  quoted  above  do  not  include  Council  houses. 

Five  Official  Demolition  Orders  were  made  during  the  vear.  Four 
houses  were  demolished  following  either  action  under  the  Housing  Acts 
in  earlier  years  or  by  informal  approach  to  the  owners  concerned. 


HOUSING  APPLICATIONS. 

The  annual  revision  of  the  Housing  Waiting  List  shows  that  there  are  a 
total  of  67  applicants.  This  is  1  less  tha^i  in  the  previous  year.  The 
general  housing  need  still  remains  about  the  same  and  there  are  com¬ 
paratively  few  really  urgent  cases  requiring  re-housing.  1 1  applicants  were 
classified  as  Priority,  13  as  Reduced  Priority  and  43  as  Non  Priority.  The 
chief  reasons  for  placing  people  in  the  Priority  Classes  are  condemned 
houses,  overcrowding,  elderly  people  living  in  houses  too  big  for  their 
needs  or  on  medical  grounds,  people  approaching  retirement,  living  in  tied 
houses  etc.  Reduced  Priority  is  given  to  people  living  in  caravans  and 
people  transferring  to  work  in  the  area  until  they  have  resided  in  the 
area  for  a  reasonable  length  of  time.  The  really  urgent  cases  reauiring 
re-housing  still  only  amount  to  about  twelve  or  so  cases.  In  addition  to 
the  above  21  existing  Council  house  tenants  request  transfers  to  either 
larger  or  smaller  accommodation. 

One  large  family  have  occupied  two  three  bedroom  Council  houses  for 
about  20  years  and  due  to  natural  circumstances  it  was  possible  during 
1969  to  let  the  houses  separately.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

Almost  all  the  premises  covered  by  this  Act  are  small  businesses  and 
steps  were  taken  during  the  year  to  visit  all  premises  and  in  particular 
those  premises  where  in  previous  years  minor  defects  had  been  noted.  In 
all  cases  these  defects  have  now  been  remedied. 

One  difficulty  upon  keeping  a  check  on  these  premises  is  the  change 
over  in  staff  which  in  some  cases  puts  premises  outside  the  scope  of  the 
Act  because  as  an  example  —  the  one  and  only  employee  changes  from 
full-time  to  part-time  working.  However,  I  do  not  think  there  are  any 
serious  problems  in  this  area  with  regard  to  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act.
